Yugoslavia wins one 


TAEJON — Yugoslavia salvaged some self-re- 
spect by downing Nigeria 3-1 in their second 
Group D outing. 

Most encouraging for Yugoslavia 48 hours after their 
shock loss to the Socceroos was the sparkling form of 
playmaker Dragan Stojkovic, so disappointing against 
the Aussies. 

Stojkovic, who plays for Red Star Belgrade, not only 
dominated the midfield but also scored two goals — a 
penalty in the 35th minute and a 25-metre screamer in 
the 67th. 

After leading 1-0 at the interval, Refik Sabanadzovic 
sealed the game for the Yugoslavs with a 49th minute 
goal laid on by the ubiquitous Stojkovic, the man of the 
match. 

Yugoslavia paid the penalty for losing concentration 
towards the end when Nigeria sneaked a consolation 
goal home through Rachidi Yekini in the 88th minute.

KWANGJU — Zambia continued to. bang in 
the goals, defeating Guatemala with the same 
scoreline as Italy — 4-0. 

Hats off to the gallant Central Americans for 
holding the sensation of the tournament scoreless 
for 53 minutes. 

Zambia had to wait until then to open their 
account through Derby Makinka. They went 
ahead by two goals in the 79th minute, but only 
with a hotly disputed penalty on ace goalgetter 
Kalusha Bwalya, who converted himself.

Bwalya and Makinka netted their second goals in 
the 82nd and 84th minutes respectively to seal 
Zambla’s first place in the group — an astonishing, 
but totally deserved achievement. 
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Romario magic stuns Socceroos 


SEOUL — Maradona move-alike Romario ‘nailed Australia’s coffin with a superb 
hat-trick last Tuesday at Dongdaemon Stadium. 


Australia, however, 
need not feel too de- 
pressed about the three- 
goal defeat. Few teams 
would have resisted any 
better on the night, such 
was the brilliance of 
Brazil. 

The Aussies couldn’t 
say they had not been 
warned. Everyone knew 
Romario would be the 
danger man for Brazil, 
but few anticipated the 
starring role he would 
assume. 

Just ask Robbie 
Dunn, whose unenvi- 
able task it was to mark 
Romario who all but 
turned the Socceroo de- 
fender inside out. 

Australia started the 
game well enough and 
withstood Brazil’s early 
pressure with strong, 
clean tackles and were 
holding their own. 

Olver, however, had 
to stretch full-length to 
save a fierce 30-metre 
drive by Edmar after 
Graham Arnold and 

‘David Mitchell had 
| tested Taffarel at the 
other end. 

Romario struck in the 
19th minute for the first 
of his three goals. And 
what a goal it was! 

Brazilian captain 
Geovani (Ricardo, the 
skipper in the Bicenten- 
nial Gold Cup, has yet 
to be seen in Korea) laid 
through a beautifully- 
placed ball which 
Romario danced on to 
and started threading 
down the left flank while 
the Australian defence, 
slow to recognise the 
danger, ambled back. 

Dunn, covering else- 
where, left him un- 
checked for a moment 
— a fatal mistake. Be- 
fore Dunn and three 
other defenders had the 
chance to recover, 
Romario cracked a left- 
footer past the diving 
goalie for one of the best 
goals seen so far in the 
tournament. 

The stupendous goal 
shattered -Australia’s 
composure. They were 
badly rattled and Brazil 
came close to scoring 
again in the next 10 
minutes. 

To their credit, 
however, they re- 
covered and were full of 
running in the last mi- 

nutes of the first period. 
Arnold came very close 
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to equalising when his 
fierce shot forced a 
Miraculous save from 
Taffarel in the 35th 
minute. 

A minute later, the 
Brazilian goalie per- 
formed more heroics to 
clear Paul Wade’s half 
volley. 

But it was Olver who 
covered himself with 
glory by acrobatically 
palming a blazing 
Edmar drive over the 
bar in the 39th minute. 

Dave Mitchell and 
Ademir were yellow- 
carded right on half- 
time. Farina had copped 
his earlier in a very 
harsh decision. 

Down 1-0 at half- 
time, the Socceroos 
were not out of it. 

Farina had a chance 
for the equaliser in the 
47th minute when Mike 
Petersen put him clear 
with only Taffarel in the 
path of an angled shot, 
but he hit the side net- 
ting with his shot. 

This was the turning 
point of the match be- 
cause Brazil sealed a 
most convincing victory 
with 56th and 59th mi- 
nute goals. 

First, Romario 
pounced on a perfect 
cross from Milton to 
steer the ball past Olver, 
then Romario com- 
pleted his hat-trick in 
almost similar fashion, 
but this time it was Luis 
Carlos who supplied the 
pass. 

With the Socceroos all 
at sea, Romario almost 
scored again 90 seconds 
later when he was 
brought down by Olver 
and awarded a clear-cut 
penalty. 

His spotkick crashed 
into the net but West 
German referee Karl- 
Heinz Tritschler 
ordered it retaken, 
claming the Brazilian 
had sold the goalie a 
dummy before kicking 
the ball. Penalty special- 
ist Olver brilliantly 
saved the second 
attempt. 

Olver was one of the 
very best Australians. 
He was blameless on all 
three goals and stopped 
two cracking shots apart 
from the penalty.

for Dunn and Robbie 
Slater for Farina — the 
Australians were unable 
to score a consolation 
goal as Brazil cruised to 
a most impressive vic- 
tory which stamps them 
more than ever as the 
gold medal favourites. 

Australia were beaten 
by a far more skilful 
team. It was as simple as 
that.

FRANK Arok 
blamed the strict 
policing of heavy 
body checking in 
the National Soccer 
League for con- 
tributing to Austra- 
lia’s loss to Brazil. 

The Australians were 
thwarted by a more skil- 
ful team which sensibly 
directed its play towards 
goal-scoring maestro 
Romario, yet the 
scoreline might have 
tead a little less unflat- 
teringly if the Socceroos 
had not observed all the 
“niceties” of the game, 
according to Arok. 

“We have been condi- 
tioned over the years, 
because of the NSL’s 
strict disciplinary policy, 
to play without any real 
body checking,” he said. 

“Every time we went 
close to their goal, the 
Brazilians would bring 
us down, but did we do 
the same? No! 

““There was a big 
difference in class,’’ 
admitted Arok. “They 
are a very classy outfit 
and they were by far the 
better team on the day.” 


ONE of the most 
striking features of 
the first week of

crowds. 


in sharp contrast to Los 
Angeles four years ago, 
attendances at all the 
South Korean venues 
have been disappointing. 

Not a single preliminary 
round game attracted a 
full house. 

Soccer, in 1984, 
attracted a total of 1.4 mil- 
lion spectators, more 
than any other sport. 


South Korea will be 
lucky to get a third of that 
if what we've seen so far 
is any indication. 

None of the stadiums’ 
capacities have yet been 
tested. 

Most grounds have 
only been a third or half 
filled, with attendances of 
10,000 to 15,000 the 
norm. 


Crowds would even be 
smaller if it wasn’t for 
specially selected specta- 
tors who are bussed to 
the venues by the 
organisers. 


The rent-a-crowd is 
given flags of the two 
competing teams to wave 
and they are also seated 
in different sections and 
told to cheer for a parti- 
cular team. 


Theyknow very little ab- 
out Soccer and yell at the 
wrong time, or just sit im- 
Passively. 

The 1988 Olympic 
tournament may be pro- 
ducing the best Soccer 
ever, but it certainly is not 
being matched by the 
atmosphere, or lack of it, 
prevailing to date.

Kossie’s Golden Comeback

SEOUL— Dongdaemon Stadium again 
proved a very happy stamping ground for 
Australian Soccer. In November 1973, the 
Socceroos kept their World Cup hopes 


alive there.. 


Now, [5 years later, it 
was the setting for the 
finest moment in Austra- 
lian Soccer as the natio- 
nal team forced its way 
into the Olympic quarter- 
finals. 

Appropriately, it was 
John Kosmina, the 
embodiment of so many 
of Australian Soccer's vir- 
tues, who got them there. 

In his 101st internatio- 
nal, the 32-year-old for- 
mer Socceroo skipper 
scored his 25th goal in a 
full international, and 
there never was a more 
important one. 

And what a beauty it 
was too! It was worth the 
nail-biting 76-minute wait. 

The Australians cer- 
tainly took their time to 
translate their clear-cut 
superiority over a Nige- 
rian team that doesn’t 
even come close to 
matching Zambia, de- 
spite their far superior re- 
cord in African Soccer. 

They had their fans 
squirming as the ball just

THE Socceroos 
qualified for the 
quarter-finals, but 
this, obviously, did 
not Impress Chan- 
nel TEN. 

No-one can quibble 
with the decision of the 
“Olympic Network” to 
give precedence to the 
swimming finals and to 
Australia’s shot at a cyc- 
ling gold medal, all of 
which clashed with the 
Socceroos’ vital decider 
against Nigeria. 

lt was bad enough that

Stupidity? Anti-Soccer 
bias? Forgetfulness? 
Take your guess. 


wouldn’t fall kindly for 
them in front of goal. 
They did everything but 
score as the Nigerian 
goal had a charmed life. 

Kosmina, a replace- 
ment for the injured Frank 
Farina, was in the thick of 
most attacks as-was 
David Mitchell. 

Both were dreadfully 
unlucky to either hit the 
woodwork, miss by cen- 
timetres, or have their 
shots saved by acrobatic 
goalkeeper David Ngo- 
digha. 

Although a draw would 
have seen Australia 
through, the Aussies 
were hell-bent on posting 
a win, and win they did! 

The goal that clinched 
it was started by Mitchell. 
The Feyenoord striker 
broke clear down the left 
and almost tested the 
Nigerian goalkeeper 
himself. 

Unselfishness won out, 
however, and he laid on a 
beautiful pass to Kosmi- 
na, who was some 30 
metres from the goal. 

The veteran feinted 
twice with unerring cool- 
ness, then slammed 
home an unstoppable 
left-footed drive from 20 
metres to the right of the 
keeper. 

The Australian bench 
exploded. Frank Arok, 
whose bold gamble had 
given Kosmina a chance 
he must have thought 
was gone forever, sank to 
his knees, clutching his 
hands to his chest while 
the Australians in the 
small crowd of 12,500 


waved their flags. 

The first half was much 
more even than the 
second when Australia 
were well on top. 

The Nigerians’ un- 
orthdox style and the 
height of their players, all 
very tall, enabled them to 
easily counter Australia in 
the air. 

Some of their fast 
breakaways were also 
dangerous but, luckily for 
us, their shooting was 
quite woeful. 

Jeff Olver, however, 
had to pull off a sensatio- 
nal save in the 25th mi- 
nute from a 35-metre cor- 
ker by the Nigerian cap- 
tain Okpala. 

Obiku, Siasia and the 
dreadiocked Ruud Gullit 
look-alike Okwarji 
showed deft touches in 
the first half as they 


moved towards the Aus- 
tralian goal, but their 
shots either sailed over 
Olver’s bar or were misdi- 
rected. 

Mitchell had a great 
chance in the 34th minute 
when the Nigerian de- 
fence had to scramble to 
clear his header and Kos- 
mina didn’t miss by much 
two minutes later. 


Australia’s best chance 
of the half came three mi- 
nutes before the interval 
when Mitchell’s cross 
found the head of Paul 
Wade. 

It took an acrobatically 
sensational save by Ngo- 
digha to deny Australia 
their first goal. 

The Socceroos came 
out firing — and Arok yell- 
ing — in the second half.

Age Limit Row

SEOUL — Soccer will 
definitely be dropped 
from the Olympics if 
the International 
Olympic Committee 
(IOC) refuses to accept 
an age limit on players 
set by FIFA, a spokes- 
man for the world 
Soccer authority said 
last weekend. 


FIFA officials held an 
informal meeting on 
Saturday to confirm their 
new age limit of 23 for 
players in Olympic 
tournaments starting with 
the 1991 Games in Barce- 
lona. 


FIFA insists that only 
players born on January 
1, 1969 or thereafter will 
be eligible to play in the 
1992 Olympics. 
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Some IOC members, 
including Willi Daume, 
chief the eligibility com- 
mittee, have demanded 
that all professional Soc- 
cer players should be 
allowed to play in keeping 
with the IOC efforts to 
gain more leading names 
for the Olympics. 

But Joao Havelange, 
the president of FIFA, 
who chaired his group’s 
gathering, “‘sees no 
possibility for comprom- 
ise’’ on the age limit, 
according to a 
spokesman. 

“If the IOC does not 
agree, then we’re heading 
towards a withdrawal.”

THE complete 
domination held by 
the super-powers of 
world football for 
almost a century is 
on the verge of 
being 
allowing the most 
universal of all 
sports to finally 
confirm its title of 
being the true 
World Game. 

Such a football re- 
volution is not as yet 
complete but there 
seems nothing more cer- 
tain that within a couple 
of decades — if not 
sooner — Soccer will en- 
ter an new exciting era 
in which dozens of coun- 
tries from every corner 
of the globe will be able 
to compete for major 
titles on an equal footing 
with the traditional 
giants. 

Early shock results 
from the Seoul Olym- 
pics have merely 
cemented the establish- 
ment of this new order. 


These Games have 
given us the strongest 
Olympic football 
tournament-ever with 
most competing nations 
fielding their best sides, 
yet surprise results have 
been the rule rather 
than exception. 


Take the great victor- 
ies by Zambia and Aus- 
tralia, and a clear shift in 
the balance of power be- 


broken,

comes obvious. 

Surprise results such 
as these are nothing 
new: they have been 
cropping up with mono- 
tonous regularity over 
the last few years, but 
Soccer has now reached 
a stage of complete un- 
certainty. 

Quite apart from the 
Seoul Olympics, the 
past 12 months have 
provided upsets such as 
Australia’s 4-1 thrashing 
of Argentina; Israel’s 
draws with both Eng- 
land and France; Scot- 
land failing to beat min- 
nows Malta, Luxem- 
bourg and Saudi Arabia; 
Morocco defeating Au- 
stria and East Germany, 
and Egypt’s 1-0 victory 
over Bulgaria. 

Results like these, 
obtained on such a regu- 
lar basis, would have 
been unthinkable 10 
years ago, but the huge 
strides made by smaller 
nations in lifting their 
standards has been re- 
markable. 


A most pleasing 
aspect of this progress is 
the fact that it has occur- 
red on all continents of 
the world. 

Algeria, Morocco, 
Nigeria, Cameroun and 
Zambia have brought 
Africa onto the world 
stage. 

Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, Israel, South 
Korea and the fast-im- 
proving China have 


brought new respect for 
Asian football while 
Australia continues to 
develop in leaps and 
bounds. 

Even the USA has put 
together some reason- 
able results and the 
World Cup finals in 1994 
should raise their stan- 
dard to new heights. 

A large number of 
factors have come 
together to produce this 
levelling out in world 
standards. 

Top European and 
South American 
coaches have played a 
big part in this develop- 
ment and FIFA’s deci- 
sion to have 24 finalists 
in the World Cup has 
given new motivation to 
under-developed Soccer 
counties. 

The largest factor of 
all is perhaps the impact 
that television has had 
on the game: for all the 
negative effect it has had 
on reducing match 
attendances, television 
has given new inspira- 
tion for thousands of 
players to improve their 
performances. 

Irrespective of what 
has brought about this 
equality of standards, 
Soccer is without doubt 
the big winner. 

After years of total 
dominance by a handful 
of nations, the game has 
spread its wings to every 
comer of the globe, giv 
ing fresh impetus to in- 
ternational competition.

Soccer headquarters 
last week was soundly 
criticised by four leading 
coaches as being sub-stan- 
dard and not fit for the 
code’s showcase matches. 

Calls were made to 
switch the finals series to 
Lions’ Richlands Sta- 
dium, which is recognised 
as the top playing surface 
in Queensland. 

Perry Park has been 


left bumpy and bare as a: 


result of playing matches 
during the “big wet” in 
April. 

A $10,000 re-grassing 
Operation two seasons 
ago has only proved a 
partial success, and much 
of Perry Park is still wire 
grass with only patchy 
sections featuring the dur- 
able kikuya. 

“Probably in the end 
we will have to have some 
kind of mass working bee 
and dig the wire grass out 
by hand,” QSF president 
Tan Brusasco said. 


“But the finals must be 
at Soccer headquarters — 
the atmosphere wouldn’t 
be the same anywhere 
else. We realise there are 
problems with the park 
and we will be doing 
everything possible to get 
it as good as we can for 
the grand final. 

“‘We spent a lot of 
money on the field, but its 
condition now is a legacy 
of playing matches during 
the wet season.” 

The biggest criticism of 


the park by the coaches 
was the lack of a uniform 
surface, although the 
problem was alleviated 
last weekend by a low cut 
of the remaining grass. 
For the grand final, the 
field will be almost razed.

USTRALIA has every right to be 
extremely proud of the achieve- 
ments of the Socceroos in the Olym- 

pic Games football tournament. 

And the very same situation surely exists with 
coach Frank Arok, his players and staff. 

As with the 1974 Socceroos and their World Cup 
efforts in West Germany, the 1988 squad faced up to 
some of the best national teams in the world. 

The 1-0 win. over Yugoslavia involved putting 
copybook plans into place, and then carrying them 
out. 

Holding Brazil proved out of range, but Australia 
is not the first and won’t be the last team to be 
mesmerised by the world’s Nol Soccer magicians. 

The 3-0 Brazilian win was more than deserved. 
However, even at this stage of Australia’s Soccer 
development the national team might well have done 
better against them on another day. 

And next joy came flooding to the mind and heart 
as that great performer, John Kosmina, forged a 
magnificent goal from a perfectly-placed David 
Mitchell pass. 

That moved Australia on to meet mighty gold 
medal hopes, the USSR, going down 3-0 in unfortun- 
ate circumstances after earlier staging a tremendous 
battle. 

Next comes the Trans Tasman Cup against New 
Zealand and World Cup preliminaries. 

Despite the fact that Australia is increasing its 
stature amongst the 166 nations that play the game, 
there is no doubt that further improvements will be 
needed on the playing side. 

For many years former Australian captain John 
Warren has been hammering out two vital messages. 

The first is to play more games against super- 
skilful South American teams. 

The second is to encourage the playing of indoor 
Soccer to develop split-second timing. 

Both points make more sense than ever. 

And not only indoor Soccer should be involved. 

Competitions should be set up for recreational and 
skill-type football outdoors on small pitches in the 
summertime. 

Late afternoons are available as well as some 
weekend play, and for a start all along the East Coast 
would be a fertile breeding ground to increase play- 
ing standards and further improve Australian 
juniors. 

It would be the ideal opponent and extension to 
rugby league’s touch football. 

In some states where playing numbers are lagging 
it would bring a breakthrough against the strength of 
Australian rules. 

The lack of progress in an outdoor small pitch 
game has probably been caused by a lack of recogni- 
tion of its possibilities, and the fact that the limited 
number of indoor courts available are very re- 
munerative to owners asnd leassies 

The NSW Amateur Federation is one organisation 
ideally placed to bring this type of football into being, 
particularly in country areas. 

It would be an important step in the ‘Brazilisation’ 
of Australian Soccer.

laid all the foundations to secure the championships, AISF president Joe Brent has 
had a devil of a time organising the event and equally Australia will be hard pressed 
to make an impression in the tournament but the the nation’s Indoor supremo holds 
great hopes on both fronts. ASW’s FRANK COLETTA caught up with him and 
quizzed him on a few pertinent matters — here’s what transpired .. . 


IT was a long time coming — that’s the best 
way to describe FIFUSA’s (Indoor Soccer's 
world governing body) decision to allow Austra- 
lia the privilege of hosting the 1988 World Cup. 

The previous tournaments had been held in 
Brazil (1982) and Spain (1984) and on both occa- 
sions that champion South American nation has 
won, defeating the host nation in Madrid last 
time round. 

On this occasion though, all roads lead to the 
’ Melbourne Entertainment Centre, where on 
October 30 the final of the 1988 Indoor World 
Cup will take place. 

Australia’s own ‘Indooroos’ have a quite un- 
enviable task. They kick off the tournament at 
Canberra’s plush venue, Bruce Stadium, against 
the highly rated Italians. Also in their group are 
the fancied Uruguayans ... and Hungary to 
boot. So how does Joe Brent realistically rate 
the chances of Nick Nickolopoulos’ Green and 
Gold outfit? 


JB: I stated early this 
"year that the Australian 
side should not fear any 
side in the world, they 
are that good. Of course 
the cream of the crop is 
Brazil and they are one 
team that it will take 
quite a monumental 
effort to overcome but 
after them there is a fair- 
ly large gap and the 
Europeans, the rest of 
the South Americans 
and the Asia/Oceania 
are all fairly level. 

ASW: Then having 
said that, could there 
possibly be an Australia- 
Brazil final? 

JB: There is every ~ 
chance. In all honesty, 


we never envisaged 
either Mexico or Aus- 
tralia making the final of 
last season’s Pacific 
Cup, yet they did and in 
style. 

ASW: Mexico did so 
well last year, how did 
they miss out on a 
World Cup spot? 

JB: Well, let’s just say 
that they got a little 
cheeky. Mexico was in 
fact one of the first in- 
vited to the World Cup, 
being such a powerful 
side and going on the 
Pacific Cup win, excel- 
lent tourists. Once they 
learned of their position 
for the World Cup, they 
began demanding this 
and that and using

ORGANISING an in- 
ternational event is 
never an easy and 
. simple procedure. 

The AISF carefully 
considered the difficul- 
ties and unending de- 
tailed arrangements it 
would encounter in the 
preparation and pre- 
sentation of a World 
Cup tournament when it 
made a commitment to | 
host the Indoor Soccer | 
World Cup. 

What the AISF/ 
Organising Committee 
could not, and did not, 
allow for was the pedan-

tic posturing and the im- 
mature games played by 
some of the Southern 
Europeans and South 
Americans. 

The Portuguese 
Federation on Septem- 
ber 1 wrote to the AISF 
and intimated that its 
team would pull out un- 
less their travel expenses 
were paid in full. 

Anyone who reads 
ASW will recall that 
Mexico and Paraguay 
pulled the same stunt. 


standover tactics. They 
have only themselves to 
blame for missing the 
boat. The Mexicans re- 
fused to contribute to 
their airfares to Austra- 
lia despite an agreement 
with FIFUSA that 50% 
of air travel expenses 
had to be paid by the 
Participants. As Mexico 
refused to honour that 
pledge, they were 
ommitted from the 
draw. 

ASW: How did they 
react? 

JB: Much as we ex- 
pected. Once they saw 
how big and prestigious 
these championships 
would be they came 
back all apologetic and 
put in feverish last ditch 
appeals for inclusion — 
and an offer to pay their 
full fares — but by then 
the sixteen teams had 
been decided and it was 
too late, and so Mexico 
won't be seen in Austra- 
lia’s 1988 Indoor World 
Cup, they will learn 
from that. 

ASW: The AISF 
seems to have become a 
tough nut to crack then. 

JB: You could put it 
that way, but it’s im- 
perative that we are 
hard when it comes to 
dealing with other na- 
tions and FIFUSA. If 
you let them they'll try 
to walk all over you — 
those days are long gone 
as far as the Australian 
Indoor Soccer Federa- 
tion is concerned. 

ASW: Some of this 
new found toughness 
was evident when the 
AISF actually secured 
the rights to stage the 
World Cup. 

JB: We had some real 
opposition and it was 
quite an effort to get the 
nod of approval from 
FIFUSA. The USA put 
in a concerted bid as did 
various South American 
nations but we came up 
trumps because of the 
careful plan we’d 
drafted. 

ASW: Initially venues 
such as the Sydney En- 
tertainment Centre and 
the Homebush State 
Sports Centre were in- 
cluded in the Indoor 
World Cup set-up, two 
Sydney sites but now 
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there are none, what 
happened there? 

JB: Unfortunately 
Sydney will miss out. 
The simple reason was 


that the NSW govern- © 
ment did not come to ~ 


the party in terms of 
financial assistance, in 
fact they point-blank re- 
fused to give any monet- 
ary support whatsoever. 
When you consider that 
their Victorian counter- 
parts allotted us $50,000 
for the World Cup, well 
therein lies the story. 
ASW: Apart from 
grants from the various 
State governments, In- 
door Associations and 
Bicentennial Authority 
support, there has been 
no announcement regar- 
ding a major sponsor —

The club’s 1987-88 record reads: 34 
games, 30 wins and 4 draws — thus taking 
them to a Championship and Cup double.

These Games, in all 
sports, are just not draw- 
ing the crowds, promp- 
ting an American journal- 
ist to quip: “The Koreans 
staged a huge party and 
no-one came...”
